Mr. Julius Chambers, who knew Mr. Lockhart and 
many of his business associations well, provides some 
interesting facts about the modest man of millions. 

“He was born at Cairns Head, near Whitford, 
Wigtownshire, Scotland, in 1818,” says Mr. Chambers, 
“He never had much education. His family brought 
the boy directly to Pittsburg when he was 18 years 
old, where’ he became a clerk for James McCully, a 
general commission merchant, who dealt in river sup- 
plies and every imaginable article of trade from a 
needle to an anchor. Lockhart remained with Mc- 
Cully nearly twenty years, at the end of which time 
he was a partner. In 1852 Lockhart made his first 
venture in ‘ground oil.’ The announcement by an 
old farmer, named Isaac Huff, that in a salt well 
which he had sunk oil had been found—oil that 
would burn in lamps—was so incredible that Lock- 
hart went to the Huff farm to prospect. 

“That visit to the Huff farm ought to be recorded 
as the most important event in the financial history 
of the world. ; Its results were momentous. It led to 
the creation of the Standard Oil Trust, the most 
gigantic aggregation of capital that mankind its likely 
to know.

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When it was over he was the earliest and 
most earnest apostle of reconciliation. In 1867, with 
the echoes of the war hardly died down and the South 
‘subjugation which -the 
overthrow of its armies implied,’”’ he published a 
letter having in view “‘ the reclamation of his former 
comrades to fidelity to the fortunes of the reunited 
country,’ which was one of the most eloquent and 
patriotic expressions arising out of that troubled and 
anxious and still angry and vindictive time. But it 
brought him at the outset only obloquy and curses 
people at the South, and it was a gen- 
eration before they had fully come round to embrace 
the sentiments which it proclaimed. In a speech by 
Senator Daniel delivered here about a year ago he 
took note that the convictions expressed by Gen. 
Pryor in 1867 had now become the ruling sentiments 
of the South. In this letter he said that “‘ the lesson 
of the-six years preceding should have impressed on 
the mind of the Nation that civil war was the sum 
and consummation of all human woe and that he 
could never contemplate the all-embracing ruin in 
which we are involved, the sad eclipse of our liber- 
ties, and the sinister aspect of the future without in- 
wardly resolving to dedicate all I possess of ability for 
the public service to the task of averting another 
such catastrophe, and to that of cultivating a spirit 
of forbearance and good feeling among all classes 
and all sections of the country.”

As a basis of demonstration no better example of 
the American ‘“salon’’ in New York could be of- 
fered than an evening I spent with “ The Entertain- 
ment Club,” whose President, Mrs. Roswell D. Hitch- 
cock, is establishing a vogue entirely in harmony 
with the European “ salon.”

The “club” element, however, is scarcely a fa- 
vorable feature, and the sooner women recognize its 
disquieting influences upon the social calm the better. 

Women must survive because of their individuality, 
otherwise where shall the world look for its oasis 
of indescribable charm in the desert waste of dis- 
organized people marching sullenly under fixed ideas 
in battalion formation? 

Let us have hostesses, women whose instincts 
and circumstances can harness by attraction golden 
hours to golden thoughts, women who can reign by 
virtue of 2 magic in them to rule, by graces of sug- 
gestion and the force of irreproachable character. 

Then the American “salon” can take rank with 
those ‘brilliant gatherings of a less brilliant age, the 
salons of Mme. de Staél. 

In the quality and ceremony of its conduct the 
‘‘Entertainment Club” is very representative of the 
idea it conveys, even though the ‘“ Metapsychical 
(not Metaphysical) Evening” had its disinterested 
lapses that happened and could scarcely have been 
foreseen. j 

As a brochure of what constitutes a “salon” idea 
I give the programme. Here again, perhaps, the ideal 
‘salon ” will discover a disadvantage, but everything 
must have a beginning.

Completion of the Lake Bridge has made it possi- 
bi » establish the water levels of the three lakes 
which occupy the natural valley to the northeast of 
the museum building, and which originally was a 
swamp. The dams necessary to establish the levels 
are being constructed this Winter and. the lakes 
filled. Valves have been provided by means of Which 
it will be possible to draw the water off. The build- 
ing of paths around the valley necessitates lowering 
the water from time to time, but the general outline 
of the lakes will be established by early Summer. 

The largest of the lakes is nearest to the railroad, 
It is an open expanse of purely scenic importance, 
The second lake, the level of which is a foot lower, 
will be devoted to beautiful aquatic plants, while in 
the third lake, which nestles in the woodland, and 
the level of which drops yet another foot, aquatic

The system of paths already built is being rapidly 
extended. thanks to the extraordinary mildness of 
the Winter hitherto, which has enabled the work to 
be carried on without interruption. The material 
used in these improvements, with the exception of 
the broken traprock which forms the surface of the 
roads, has been supplied from the garden in excava- 
tions made necessary by grading operations. All 
the top soil used in making the finished surfaces was 
dug out when the completed driveways and paths 
were putin. The stone for their foundations and the 
blocks used in constructing the bridges and the 
Mosholu Bridge approach was quarried in the 
grounds, most of it coming from excavations in the 
rear of the museum. These facts give some idea of 
the economy effected under Dr. Britton’s practical 
administration. 

The finished. surface having been so largely in- 
creased, it will be possible to do a large amount of 
additional planting this year, and the work will be 
taken up energetically both in the Spring and the 
Fall. The ordinary climatic conditions of our part 
of the world—the fierce gales and heavy thunder- 
storms—are not conducive to the grandiose display 
of flowers out of doors that may be enjoyed in some 
of the botanical grounds of Europe, but extensive and 
beautiful flower beds, nevertheless, will be laid out. 

The New York Botanical Garden differs from Kew 
near London and the similar institutions across the 
Atiantic in that it has the advantage of being essen- 
tially a park with rolling ground, and in parks 
masses of colors have to be carefully guarded. But 
there are plenty of sp vts in it available for the flow- 
er display, and sites have been selected where the 
color masses will not be obtrusive in the general land- 
scape. 

Another range of greenhouses in a part of the 
grounds away from the crystal palace will be erected 
in due course, The present great structure was de- 
signed for large) tropical plants and was not calcu- 
lated for any considerable floral display. It is well 
filled with plants of all descriptions. The new green- 
houses will not be so imposing architecturally, but 
they will be better adapted to the cultivation of low 
plants. 

Additional public comfort stations are to be put 
up at various points, and séveral artistic shelters 
where visitors caught in a sudden rainfall will be 
able to take refuge. 

+ + + 


An important question also under consideration 
by the Board of Managers is that of inclosing the 
garden by a wall or fence or a combination of both. 
The combination which was adopted in the case of 
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the London parks is favored by Dr. Britton. 

Hitherto depredations in the grounds have been 
relatively few, but within the past few years the 
city has been growing up around them in a manner 
not expected by any dweller in the Bronx. The trend 
of New York’s population is ever northward, and no 
borough outside of Manhattan is developing with 
anything like the rapidity of the Bronx. As the 
homeseekers settle closer in and the available spaces 
are filled with houses, protection of the garden by 
inclosing it and augmenting the force of guards be- 
come increasingly imperative. 

An encouraging circumstance in connection with 
the priceless boon to New Yorkers that the Botanical 
Garden affords is that the authorities have from the 
outset had the benefit of most cordial co-operation 
not alone on the part of the Park Department, in 
consultation with which all improvements are un- 
dertaken, but from all the city officials with whom 
they have had to do. 

++ + 

As to what changes or improvements are to be 
carried out in the Bronx parks under the immediate 
supervision of the Park Department, George M. Wal- 
grove, the new Commissioner, has not yet decided, 
though he promises to give the matter his early and 
earnest attention. 

Moses Herrman, however, the new Commissioner 
for the Boroughs of Manhattan and Richmond,. has 
started with a well-defined programme that he pur- 
poses to carry out and extend as the indispensable 
funds become available. 

Contracts are now in force covering the construe- 
tion and improvement of St. Nicholas Park, between 
135th and 141st Streets, St. Nicholas Avenue, and St. 
Nicholas Terrace. It is the intention of the depart- 
ment to complete.the construction of the park to its 
southerly boundary, 130th Street. It is also contem- 
plated to establish playgrounds on the four blocks 
bounded by 136th and 138th Streets, St. Nicholas Ter- 
race, and Amsterdam A'venue. These playgrounds 
are to be equipped in the form of a gymnasium, and 
with modern equipment. In connection with the park 
proper, entrances or bays are to be constructed, with 
steps and landings connecting the park with the ave- 
nue known as St. Nicholas Terrace. They are to be 
treated {n conformity with the general character and 
style of the college buildings. 

Another important improvement is the contem- 
plated reconstruction of Riverside Drive, known as 
the “loop,” north of the Claremont Hotel. The via- 
duct plaza, at 127th Street, on its westerly side stands 
considerably above the grade of the drive. It is the 
intention to reconstruct the drive, improve the drain- 
age and slopes, and thereby complete a much-needed 
improvement. The Riverside Drive retaining walls 
are to receive attention, both as to reconstructing the 
settled portions and the drainage of the drives at the 
points mentioned. 

+ + + 


The laying out and parking of the unfinished por- 
tion of Manhattan Square east of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, between Seventy-seventh 
and Seventy-ninth Streets, is to be undertaken. The 
work at this point is the building of a traffic road to 
the museum proper, the construction of walks, drain- 
age, and the shaping of the park territory. 

It is planned to construct or lay a proper water 
supply for the Harlem River Driveway. The source 
of supply is at present carried through two wrought 
iron pipes over the rocks, and is entirely inadequate 
to supply the demand. The new system will include 
sprinkling hydrants and hydrants for drinking pur- 
poses. 

The installation of a new water supply system for 
Central Park will be considered at a very early date. 
The existing supply and irrigation system has out- 
lived its usefulness and is continually in need of re- 
pair. A large amount of money will be required to 
place the entire system in good condition, but it is a 
work that Commissioner Herrman says should be 
undertaken at once. It is his further intention to re- 
store certain defective parts of the drainage system 
of Central Park, to improve the lawn, to spread new 
mold for resurfacing the drives, and to further extend 
the construction of asphalt gutters to take the place 
of the unsightly rubble-stone constructions. The 
proposition of cleaning the park lakes, concreting the 
bottoms, and introducing flushing systems, where 
possible, is also under consideration. 

Among other plans are the laying out of the lands 
known as Colonial Park, and the improvement of 
John Jay Park, between Seventy-sixth and Seventy- 
eighth Streets. fronting on the East River.

Mrs. Hitchcock received the members of the 
“club” as they arfived, and all excepting one or 
two wholly uncivilized men were in evening dress. 

In the long room, technically a “salon” in itself, 
the chairs were arranged so as to accommodate lit- 
tle groups of congenial spirits, much as people meet 
in any large room of a house during a conversazione. 

Even the “row of chairs for guests of honor” 
compromised on a line that stood “at ease.” 

As the guests gradually seated themselves in cozy 
coteries, or in distant tete-a-tete corners, one could 
see that here was a decidedly “‘smart” audience. 

Women who were radiant symbols of anything but 
psychic force, men who were intent upon scholarly 
outwardness Because of the evening’s intellectual 
purpose. Perhaps three or four hundred ladies and 
gentlemen, conventionally appareled, of whom no one 
would suspect a leaning toward metapsychical phe- 
nomena, with the exception, perhaps, of here and 
there a man with long hair, or a woman with arti- 
ficial flowers.

A general view of the assembly was a seeming 
contradiction to the’charges of frivolity usually made 
against Americans of fashion, but in spite of their 
ceremony of politeness there was the menace of wit 
in the most seriously beautiful woman, in the most 
solemnly dignified old man.

dull thud of a weighty thought as it fell upon their 
ears. I contend that this is an obligation few men 
are equal to. The being who always takes himself 
seriously upon slight provocation is man. A woman 
can always mask her deficiencies, 2a man never does 
successfully, at least in her presence. 

That is why the “salon” idea is essentially a wo- 
man’s art, of which man only guesses half of its 
mysteries. 

It so happened that a baritone from Paris who 
had disagreed with Herr Conried, though not at all 
a metapsychical exhibit, and therefore not on the 
programme, opened it with Tosti’s “Prayer.” His 
appeal to the ever-sensuous interest was thoroughly 
enjoyed, and he was compelled to repeat it, because, 
though he searched with profound bows for another 
bit of music in the depths of his shirt bosom, there 
was nothing else but Tosti’s “ Prayer.”

He was given a seat in the row reserved for 
“ guests of honor,” and will never forget the sacri- 
fice as long as he lives, because a metapsychical 
(not metaphysical) experience is quite ott of the line 
of grand opera. 

At a reading desk, where a cooling glass of water 
was the only visible nourishment of body, Dr. John 
Duncan Quackenbos launched forth into an explana- 
tion of “ Transliminal Power." One of the most im- 
portant distinctions between intellectual ideas and 
intellectual results is in their sympathetic apprecia- 
tion by those who receive them. 

Mrs. Hitchcock’s “salon ”’ is fine material to work 
on, but not quite in the way it was done. 

No one can dispute the earnestness or the good 
taste of Dr. Quackenbos, whose paper about the 
borderland of psychic magic was an exposition of 
good English and of scholarly accuracy. 

Briefly he told us, however, what most of us knew, 
that the scientist is but a child beside the shores of 
a limitless, fathomless sea of mystery, that the soul 
of a man is the.eternal part of him, and that at the 
moment of death he may obey a command to come 
back to life. The doctor told of a young woman 
namied Adele, who, when dying of pneumonia, obeyed 
his summons to return to life, and who was now 
“employed in a church choir uptown.” Unquestion- 
ably this happened, but the fact that Adele had re- 
turned to a specific yet unimportant occupation after 
a marvelous and startling transition destroyed the 


dramatic climax, for your “salon” idea demands, 


above all things, a definite artistic skill in the pre- 
sentation of its entertainment. 

Some of the things Dr. Quackenbos explained in 
proof of the growth of “transliminal power,” al- 
though more or less famillar to those practitioners 
who consider the body and soul as inextinguishable 
apart from each other, were interesting for their 
promise of future revelations. And much more im- 
portant to the destiny of those subtler qualities of 
the “salon” phase was the manner of distinction 
and the finesse of the doctor’s presentation.

His was by far the least affected of the intel- 
lectual efforts, but it overreached the subtle purpose 
of entertainment that should be a surviving element 
of the “salon” idea. 

No American audience can listen to anything over 
three minutes patiently without humor. 

Mr. Floyd Wilson spoke about ‘“‘ Man Limitless,” 
which as a subject was wholly incomprehensible to 
the women present, who knew better. 

“There was a time when we sent missionaries to 
India to convert the heathen; now these same ‘ heath- 
en’ are coming here to convert us, for the Yogis of 
India are teaching us a new doctrine of spirit,” he 
said, “for the time has past when we believe that 
man has a soul—he has not a soul—man is a soul.” 

This was politely applauded, excepting by one or 
two Junoesque women to whom “mdn” was not so 
limitless as all that. 

Mr. Hamlin Garland did not appear, neither did 
Dr. Yamaguchi, who was to explain “ Psychic Prac- 
tice in Tokio.”’ 

However, long before this the audience had begun 
to creep away into quiet outlying corridors; only the 
“guests of honor” were denied this privilege, and 
yet perfect freedom of will and inclination is some- 
thing that no “salon” should neglect. 

It remained for woman to soothe the self-impor- 
tance of man into oblivious memory, for when Dr. 
Rosalie Slaughter’ Morton of Washington stepped 
upon the platform and spoke briefly, without egoigsm 
or preamble, upon some “ Personal Experiences in 
Paris” of a psychic nature, she lifted the impending 
gloom of technical boredom with her charming pres- 
ence, her soft accent, and her complete self-efface- 
ment. , 

And this was as it should be.

Campanari knows that there are 
hatreds in opera, because one singer is 
preferred where another thinks he or sh 
should be. He knows that the life of a 
Girector of opera is made miserable often- 
times by the troubles that his songsters 
and songstresses make. If it is not a dis- 
pute over a role that is to be given out 
it may be a dispute over a dressing room 
to the left that is assigned to one prima 
donna when she thinks that the dressing 
room to the right carries more dignity 
with it. Or perhaps a distinguished tenor 
finds that his name, by error, has not 
been printed first or last—the position of 
honor on the list—and feels that he has 
not been treated properly. All these things 
make trouble within the Opera House. 
Outside there are a hundred other ave- 
mues. It is so easy for a singer to say 
gmomething to a friend about some other 
inger’s ways and for the fxtand to spread 
the yemark broadcast and so create feel- 
Yngs that often last for years.

“Judas Maccabaeus,” which the Ora- 
torio Society will sing at Carnegie Hall 
on Tuesday evening, Feb. 20, under Frank 
Damrosch’s direction, is the sev- 
eral choral compositions written by Han- 
del to celebrate political events. On April 
16, 1746, the Duke of Cumberland won 
the Battle of Culloden in Scotland against 
the Pretender, and for his r 
don the Prince of Wales 
Handel to compose an Oratorio. Judas 
Maccabaeus, deliverer of the Israelites 
frcm Syrian invaders ana oppressors, was 
chosen as its hero, and the text was writ- 
ten by the Rey. Dr. Thomas Morell, who 
took the plot and incidents from the first 
book of the Maccabees and Book XIL 
of Josephus’s ‘An he Jews.” 
Handel's score work of but 
thirty-two days, from July 9 to Aug. 11, 
1746, but the first performance did not 
take place until April 1, 1747, at Covent 
Garden, Handel conducted “ Judas Mac- 
cabaeus no less than thirty-eight times 
in the remaining twelve years of his life, 
Though directly evoked by a political 
happening, ‘‘ Judas Maccabaeus”’ from 
the first held public esteem on its merits, 
This has seldom been the case with 
choral music made for Special occasionss 
but there are other exceptions, Handel 
himself wrote a te deum to celebrate 
the peace of Utrecht in 1718, and his more 
famous “ Dettingen Te Deum” was in 
honor of the victory at Dettingen, in Bae

characters in American history.- Of 
all the great Americans whose exist- 
and environment were the most 
ensely dramatic, Lincoln seemed to 
me to stend foremost. Little by little 
as my readings grew deeper, I became

General in ‘The Milk White Flag,’ the 
actor who had preceded me in the part 
met me one day and exclaimed at the 
change I had made in making up the 
character. 

“*Why,’ he said, ‘I took the thing 
exactly from a fine old soldier I knew 
in the South.’ His General had been a 
rather pale, distinguished-looking man 
with white hair and other character- 
istics that might perfectly well be 
common to both General and states- 
man. On the other hand, rightly or 
wrongly, I had selected other charac- 
teristics, and made weather-beaten, 
bronze skin, fron-gray hair, and wiry 
strength of carriage—even though they 
never all went together in just that 
way in any known General—the essen- 
tials of my make-up. To get a picture 
that will appeal to everybody, you 
must choose well-recognized traits that 
everybody will catch at a glance. 

++ + 

“This Jack Rance type is one that 
was .familiar enough to me in my boy- 
hood days. I suppose my whole con- 
ception of the part inevitably centres 
about a certain Mississippl] gambler 
who used to be a frequent visttor in 
the little Iowa town where I lived with 
my father, who was the Sheriff there. 
This gambler’s name was Chance Mc- 
Coy—what an admirable play name, by 
the way!--and he was precisely the 
cool, quiet, well-bred type of profes- 
sional card player that Bret Harte has

so successfully caught. The lean, slender 


figure, the dark clothes and fine white 
linen, the easy manners, the slender, 
well-kept hands, with their light, deft 
movements in handling cards or glasses 
—they were all there.‘ Of course I 
haven't copied him exactly, and I have 
added much from other observation, 
reading, and imagination. But that 
rather vivid boyhood memory of Chance 
McCoy forms the nucleus of Jack 

Rance, Sheriff and gambler. , 

“There is no denying how much 
make-up—mere appearance counts for 
on the stage. Once your audience has 
accepted the Icok of you, the battle is 
half won.” 

As any one who has seen Mr. Kee- 
nan’s Sheriff will readily understand, 
the detail, the half-noticed trifles of 
linen, jewelry, and pose that go to 
make up the refinement of character- 
ization are Mr. Keenan’s special de- 
light. 

“Nothing has pleased me so much in 
a long time,” he said, ‘as something 
that a friend in front who has seen the 
play many times called my attention to 
the other night after the performance. 
‘Why,’ he said, ‘did you,change your 
usual habit of reversing your hat in 
the last act?’ I wonder how many 
people have noticed that in the more or 
less drunken state of the Sheriff in the 
final act, when I wear my hat slightly 
on one side, I usually have the bow of 
the band on the right, as a man. in 
careless dejection might be expected to 
clap it on. 


“I regard as a most hopeful sign,” 
went on Mr. Keenan, as he put on his 
heavy greatcoat preparatory to de- 
scending into the heavy stage snow- 
storm raging just back of the Girl’s 
cabin door, ‘the growing tendency on 
the part of American actors to appre- 
ciate the value of careful, conscientious 
technique. I hope we are slowly get- 
ting away from the idea that a mere 
attractive stage personality doing the 
same old narrow range of parts year 
after year in pleasant\ mediocrity, is 
the real road to dramatic excellence. 
Versatility, though it may require 
harder effort, is far- surer, and the 
fact is coming to be more and more 
appreciated both by actors and by the 
public. 

“From this point of view the natural 
instinct of the actor to demand parts 
presenting real opportunity for well- 
wrought characterization is thorough- 
ly healthy and helpful. If the actor 
intelligently demands a big part, and 
shows that he can not only fill but 
perhaps expand it, the result is better 
than when he simply adapts himself 
to a ready-made, hard-and-fast pattern 
of his playwright. I believe that a 
play should grow and develop in flesh 
and form from the author’s original 
conception after the actors themselves 
lay hold of it. Unfortunately, such a 
state of things where playwright and 
actor are in close sympathetic touch, 
and where the author is perfectly will- 
ing to have his conception elaborated 
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such a verse, which. they inclose, with 
the request that the actress sing it on 
a certain night.

We can only ap- 
proximate perfection in any phase of 
art, but the way to that approximation 
lies in deliberate, consistent effort along 
straight, clear lines, and not in mere 
misty talking about aims and ideals.”

THE ORIGIN OF THE TERM LYNCH 
AW. 

O many different versions and ex- 
planations of the term lynch law 
have at various times been given, 
and occasionally are even yet added 
to, that it seems fitting to recount 

the tragic incident Which has since given 
a name to so many calamitous occur- 
rences not only in our land, but on occa- 
sion also in that of others. 

The very name of “ Lynch” gives the 
lirect clue to the Jand of its origin—Ire- 
land. And when we recall the fact that 
luring the latter part of the seventeenth 
and the early part of the elghteenth cent- 
ury there was comparatively a large im- 
migration from the North of Ireland and

| the South of Scotland, coming as settlers 
* to the Carolinas, from which much of this 


material spread westward into Kentucky 
ind Tennessee, and, realizing the tenacity 
with which these peoples husband, nour- 
and perpetuate their folk-lore and 
traditions, it needs only to relate the in- 
cident which Thackeray in his “Irish 
Sketch Book” graphically recounts, to 
show how natural it was to apply the 
memories and such a term to the individ- 
ual exercise of justice and punishment. 

Thackeray, in the book referred to and 
in Chapter 16, which treats of Galway, 
thus speaks of an occurrence within its 
precincts which in 1842—and probably 
does to this day—bore the gruesome “‘ me- 
mento” so grimly described in the words 
following: 

“Then there is Lombard Street, other- 
wise called Deadman’s Lane, with a raw- 
head and cross bones and a memento 
mori over the door where the dreadful 
tragedy of the Lynches was acted in 1493. 
If Galway is the Rome of Connaught, 
James Lynch Fitzstephen, the Mayor, 
may be considered as the Lucius Junius 
Brutus thereof. Lynch had a son who 
went to Spain as master of “one of his 
father’s ships, and being of a wild, ex- 
travagant turn, there contracted debts, 
drew bills, and alarmed his father’s cor- 
respondent, who sent a clerk and nephew 
of his own back-in young Lynch's ship 
to Galway to settle accounts. On the 
fifteenth day young Lynen threw the 
Spaniard overboard. Coming back to his 
own country, he reformed his life a little, 
and was om the point of marrying one of 
the Blakes, Burkes, Or Bodkins, or oth 
ers, when asseaman who had sailed with 
him, being-on the .point. of death, con- 
fessedssheymurder in which he had been 
a Participator. 

‘‘Hereon the father, who was Chief Mag- 
istrate of the town, tried his son and 
sentenced him to death, and when the 
clan Lynch rose in a body to rescue the 
xing man dnd divert such a disgrace 
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from the family, it is said that Fitzste- 
phen Lynch hanged the culprit with his 
own hands. A tragedy called ‘ The War- 
den of Galway’ has been written on the 
subject, and was acted a few nights be- 
for my arrival.”

ARLTON T. CHAPMAN is painting 
a picture of the fight between the 
United States sloop-of-war Wasp 
and the British’ sloop Reindeer, to 
present to the Officers’ Mess Hall 
at West Point. The battle was 
waged on the 28th of June, 1814, 

and the action lasted only nineteen min- 

utes. 

The Reindeer was completely hulled by 
the Wasp, which escaped with only slight 
injuries. As the Reindeer was practically 
blown to splinters, she was set on fire 
after the fight and her prisoners taken 
on board of the Wasp, Capt. Johnston 
Blakeley was presented by Congress with 
a medal for heroic conduct. He lost five 
men and twenty-one were wounded. Capt. 
William Manners, in command of the 
Reindeer, lost his life; twenty-three of- 
ficers and seamen perished in the battle. 
The sloop Wasp was a famous vessel of 
war, and while equipped with only nine-
